New York, April 25.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“Business has been favored with sea­ 
sonable weather, and the distribution of 
products have made fair progress, not 
yet reducing retail or wholesale stocks 
far enough, however, to improve ma­ 
terially the position of the industries. 
Those stocks have 
apparently 
been 
large ever since the fever of buying last 
fall, and the actual buying for con­ 
sumption is smaller than has been gen­ 
erally realized. Hence, all the great in­ 
dustries are embarrassed by lack of 
adequate demand, and in some cases 
the accumulation of goods in anticipa­ 
tion of demand has gone about as far as 
it can. 
Strikes of some importance 
are threatened in the building and win­ 
dow-glass trades, and the working force 
is lessened in the stoppage of some fac­ 
tories because orders are light. 
Again, 
prices of commodities are on the whole 
lower than ever before, having declined 
about 2 per cent since April I, and 17 
per cent since July, 1890, or October, 
1892. 
The fall in manufactured prod­ 
ucts is a little less than it was April I, 
but in farm products is greater. 
“Speculation is swayed by trifling in­ 
fluences when markets are very narrow.

Cleveland, O., April 25.—When Bish­ 
op Bowman of St. Louis calls the Meth­ 
odist Episcopal general conference to 
order next Friday in the great drill hall 
of the Cleveland Central armory, the 
largest deliberative body in the world, 
the British parliament alone excepted, 
will be in session. Six hundred dele­ 
gates will be seated in the pit allotted 
them.

Death in A Cyclone’s Path. 
Roanoke, Va., April 25.—Friday af­ 
ternoon about 4:30 a cyclone, accom­ 
panied by hail and a very heavy rain­ 
fall, struck the city of Salem, seven 
miles west of here, and, besides blow­ 
ing down several barns, unroofing out­ 
houses, and uprooting trees, complete­ 
ly demolished two houses, in one of 
which a family of eight colored people 
resided, all orf whom and three strang­ 
e r were in the house at the time of 
the disaster.

Republican N ational P latform to Declar® 
for Yellow Coin. 
, 
Chicago, April 25.—A dispatch from 
Washington to the Times-Herald says: 
The republican national convention at 
St. Louis will declare against the free 
coinage of silver at 16 to I and for 
gold as the monetary standard of the 
United States. Conventions have now- 
been held in twenty-eight states, and in 
all but five of these some expression on 
the currency question was made by re­ 
solution. The five states which failed 
to adopt planks concerning gold and 
silver were Louisiana, Mississippi, Vir­ 
ginia, Kansas and Florida, all southern 
states but one. 
The resolutions adopted by the twen- 
ty-three state conventions vary some­ 
what in phraseology and intent, but 
may easily 
be 
divided 
into three 
classes: 
1. For the gold standard without re­ 
servation or qualification. 
2. For maintenance of the existing 
gold standard and opposition to the 
free coinage of silver until bimetallism 
can be brought about by international 
agreement. 
3. 
For the use of so much silver 
in the currency as can be maintained 
at parity with gold, expressing or im­ 
plying opposition to the free coinage of 
silver. 
4. Of doubtful meaning, or for bi-

It Is a Desirable Land for Farmer Emi­ 
grants and Offers Big Inducements. 
That portion of the famous Ne? 
Perces reservation which was thrown 
open to settlement on Nov. 18 lies 
chieAy in Nez Perces county, in the 
western part of northern Idaho, says 
the Northwest Magazine. It comprises 
1,170 square miles, or 542,074 acres— 
enough to give 3,380 families 160 acres 
each. Truly speaking, it is one of the 
most favored regions in the northwest. 
The surface is traversed by the Clear­ 
water and Lapwai rivers and their 
numerous tributaries, 
and the land, 
which is a rich, black loam and easily 
tilled, needs no irrigating. Very little 
effort will be required in order to pro­ 
duce abundant crops in these sheltered 
and fertile valleys. The reservation is 
also crossed by the Craig’s mountain 
range, which is really nothing 
but 
table land that is well adapted to farm­ 
ing, grazing and lumbering. In theTua- 
mediate vicinity are the well-known 
Palouse and Potlatch sections, which 
are both famed for the magnificent 
quality of their fruit and cereal prod­ 
ucts and the lands of which are worth 
$30 to $100 and $300 per acre. 
The 
reservation lands are simply a continu­ 
ation of those favored regions. Climate 
and soil are adapted to the cultivation 
of all the cereals, and of grapes, pears, 
peaches, apricots, plums, prunes, ber­ 
ries, melons, etc. 
Transportation fa­ 
cilities are already provided in the con­ 
struction of the Spokane 
& Palouse 
railroad, a branch of 
the extensive 
Northern Pacific railroad system, which 
will soon be extended to points to 
which no other lines can afford to pene­ 
trate. In fact, surveys have been made 
and plans adopted which are certain 
to result in the rapid and perfect devel­ 
opment of the new country. 
With all these facts in view, the 
statement that this virgin empire is 
being rapidly occupied by enterprising 1 
settlers will occasion no surprise. All 
conditions 
are favorable. There is 
plenty of timber and the country 
is

Tunnels Are Cheaper. 
There has been a very m arked 
crease in the cost of tunneling of late 
years. 
The 
Railway 
Review, com­ 
menting on this fact, ascribes it to the 
great im provement that has been made 
in rock-excavating tools and in general 
mechanical methods. According to the 
same journal the Hoosac tunnel cost 
$379 per foot, the Mont Cenis, the next 
in date, $356 per foot. the St. Gothard 
$229 per foot and the Ariberg $154 per 
foot. 
The tunnel on the line of the 
N orthern Pacific railroad through the 
Cascade m ountains, 8,950 feet long, was 
bored at the rate of 413 feet a month 
at a cost for the complete tunnel of 
$118 per foot.

BIO TOM, CONVICT. 


Time were those who said that con­ 
vict 1280 was innocent of the crime 
which sent him to prison for such a long 
term of years, but that there was scarce 
a hope of his ever being a free man 
again. 
They meant that he was tech­ 
nically guilty. He had sought to save a 
woman from a beating at the hands of 
her husband, and in the struggle aud 
excitement he had struck a blow which 
caused the death of the man. 
It was 
accident, in a sense, but it was also 
manslaughter. 
No man who is a man 
will stand by and see a woman beaten, 
and yet if he interferes he must take 
his chances with the law. 
Big Tom, as 
the convict was sometimes referred to, 
was, like most big men, a child in his 
gentleness and goodnature. 
He did not 
complain, but he grieved. 
He thought 
of the years and years which must drag 
away before the prison doors would open 
to him, aud he moved about like a 
weak, old man. The prison officials felt 
pity for the man, but a convict is a con­ 
vict, and all must be treated alike—all 
who show obedience to the rules. 
They 
sized him up as childlike aud good na­ 
tured, and yet they said to each other as 
they talked of him : 
“ Look out for Big Tom! 
He will 
break loose some day aud do some des­ 
perate thing!’’ 
They thought it would come during 
the first six months of his term—then 
during the second—then they almost 
became afraid of him. 
Men who are 
slow to anger—who go on grieving, I 
brooding and bearing a mental burden 
for weeks and mouths are devils when 
the climax comes. 
Big Tom had the management of the 
trip hammer in the machine shop. Had 
they put him in the shoe shop or tailor 
shop he would have rebelled at once. 
His place was beside the biggest piece 
of machinery in the shops, two pieces 
of machinery, as it were—Tom and 
Trip. 
Day by day and week by week 
and mouth by month, as the ponderous 
hammer rose aud fell aud its blows 
shook the very earth for yards around, 
making the convict smile and look 
proud, the guards had an eye on him 
and kept saying to each other: 
“ It will come. 
It is only delayed. 
When he breaks loose, he will kill some 
one and have to be killed in turn.’’ 
Nearly half of the second year had 
passed, and the giant convict had never 
even sulked, when one day there came 
into the shop as sightseers a husband, 
wife and little girl 4 or 5 years old. 
Children are seldom seen in prisons, 
and it is a rare thing that they are 
taken into the shops in the yards. 
If 
any one in that prison knew that 
convict 1280 had a daughter—a fair 
haired, handsome child, who could only 
W’alk alone when the jury pronounced 
his verdict of “ guilty” —he had for­ 
gotten the fact. 
His wife had visited 
him as often as visitors were allowed, 
but the child had never beeu seen with­ 
in the grim walls. 
Knowing that her 
husband had killed a man by accident, 
the wife could bear to see him wearing 
the horrible stripes of a convict, but to 
let the child look upon him, to gaze in 
wonder at the iron bars, to ask why all 
those men were there, a thousand times 
no! And so this was the first child Big 
Tom had seen since the heavy doors shut 
him in. Father, mother and child came ] 
close to him aud gazed at the ponderous I 
hammer with wondering eyes. 
You i 
would have argued that the sight of thej 
child would have softened the convict’s j 
heart and brought tears to his eyes, but j 
it did J- it. It brought a feeling of mad-1 
ness, o'; (I p iv iou, of frenzy. To save1 
a won: 
1 jivu a brutal beating at the 
hands of a drunken, worthless thing not 
fit to be classed with men he had struck 
a blow. 
A jury had called it murder in the 
second degree, aud he was here in pris­ 
on on a sentence almost never ending. 
He had beeu wronged, aud the knowl­ 
edge* of it fired his heart and brought 
the long expected outbreak. With a sud­ 
den cry which startled every one in the 
noisy shop Big Tom made a spring for­ 
ward, seized the child in His arms, and 
there was a shout of defiance on his lips 
he held her at arm’s length*and 


their chairs and looked and looked, but 
they did not move or cry out.

iso thought each guard and each con- 
vict—so thought the father, whose feet 
seemed chained to the floor and whose 
face was whiter than the dead. 
One of 
the guards could have touched a button 
aud signaled the engineer to shut off 
steam, but he did not move a hand. 
Either guard had a fair mark to shoot 
at, but their pistols were not lifted. Up 
aud down—up aud down went the ham­ 
mer, but suddenly the belt was thrown 
over on the loose pulley aud the mass 
rested 011 the anvil. 
It seemed to those 
who looked as if they had beeu looking 
through a mist —such a mist as rises 
from earth of a summer morning. 
It 
seemed to them that this mist thinned 
out—cleared away before the influence 
of a rising sun, aud by and by they saw 
the child nestling on Big Tom’s hairy 
breast, one hand smoothing his cheek, 
aud seeming to come from a long dis­ 
tance off they heard her childish voice 
saying; 
“ No, you wouldn’t hurt Nellie—you 
wouldn’t hurt Nellie! What makes you 
cry? 
Have you got a little girl too? 
Won’t they let you go home to see your 
little girl?” 
And the convicts advanced step by 
step, and the guards crept forward, and 
lo! Big Tom’s tears were falling as he 
hagged the child more tightly and kiss­ 
ed her fair hair and rosy cheek. 
There 
was silence yet—silence as he walked 
to aud fro and wept and sobbed and 
lifted the child till she could clasp her 
tiny arms about his neck and rest her 
cheek against his. Not a whisper among 
the convicts—not a move from father or j 
mother or the guards. 
By and by Big 
Tom placed the child in its father’s I 
arms, wiped the tears from his eyes on 
the sleeve of his striped jacket, and I 
with a “ God bless the little darling!” ' 
and a “ Thank ye, sir!” he returned to 
his work, and tile hammer was lifted 
and held in waiting for the hot iron to 
be placed on the anvil beneath. 
The guards motioned for the other 
convicts to go back to their benches and 
forges, and a "minute later the visitors 
had gone and work was in full blast. 
The long expected outbreak had come 
and gone. 
For JO seconds Big Tom had 
felt such a raging hate in his soul that 
he was transformed into a human devil. 
The child had smiled into his burning 
eyes—her soft touch had lulled him— 
her words had brought back his reason. 
Was he punished? No! A year later he 


I was pardoned, and today another fair 
haired, blue eyed, smiling child puts 
her arms about his neck and says: 
“ You are such a great, big papa, but 
you wouldn’t never hurt nobody, would 
you?”—Detroit Free Press.
